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At 9:45 a.m. today Mrs. JERALD "MURIEL" C, BRAUER, 
5620 8S. Blackstone Avenue, Chicago, telephone Hyde Park 3- 6686, 
wife of the Dean of the University of Chicago, School of 
Divinity, advised that her husband had flown down to Selma, 
Alabama, Monday, 3/8/65, with a group of persons participating 
in the civil rights march and demonstration to take place in 
that city. He returned the next day. 


Last night Mr.. BRAUER appeared on television at 
6:00 p.m. and related his experiences at Selma. His 1 
experiences at Selma also received local newspaper coverage. 


At 9:28 p.m.,.last night, Mrs. BRAUER, whose 
husband is now in New York, received what appeared to be a 
locaj] telephone call from a mature sounding man, speaking 
in a soft voice "filled with hate and anger", who said he 
was a member of the Ku Klux Klan, The caller stated that 
Mrs, BRAUER's husband and all of the rest of the people who 
travelled to Selma with him were on the KKK's list for 
extermination. Mrs. BRAUER stated that she also received 
a Similar call from a woman at 11:15 p.m., threatening’ her 
husband, In addition, Mrs. BRAUER advised that Mrs, HOWARD 
"ELSIE" SCHOMER, whose husband is President of the Chicago 
Theological Seminary, 5757 S. University Ave., Chicago, and 
Mrs. EDGAR CHANDLER, whose husband is director of the Church 
Federation of Greater Chicago, 116 South Michigan Avenue, 
had received similar calls, apparently in alphabetical order 
from a man threatening their husbands and all those who 
had travelled to Selma with them. According to Mrs. BRAUER, 
the male caller, when he contacted Mrs. SCHOMER, allegedly 
said that there were 200 KKK members in Chicago. 


Mrs. BRAUER said that she had contacted the Chicago 
Police and the telephone company, The police said that it. 
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appeared that the calls, from what Mrs, BRAUER had told then, 
were from a crank and there was little they could do unless 
the calls continued on a regular basis, 


Mrs... BRAUER was advised that this was not a violation 
of the Extortion Statute under the FBI's jurisdiction, but 
that if she shogld get any letters through the mail threatening 
her husband's life she should save the letters, give them 
mhinimum handling and immediately call this office. Mrs. 
BRAUER said that she would contact and relay these instructions 
on to Mrs. and Mrs. SCHOMER and Mrs. and Mrs. CHANDLER. 


* Mrs. BRAUER. stated that she could furnish no 
description of Mr. SCHOMER and Mr. CHANDLER, but the 
following was her hasband's description:
